HH:Do you have to do Hat.<onhl 
_ Service in Norway ? 

V:You have to do the military servicl fbr 
12 months but tirere are several ways of ge 
ttlng out of it.If you are a declared pac¬ 
ifist you can do this alternative eervice 
which means you have to work in a hospital- 
or whatever job the authoritys find for 
you,16 months I think it 11,but there are 
other ways of getting out of it,like medio 
al reasons,they are also very sensitive 
about drugs,I dont take drugs but they 
think I do. If you refuse both services you' 
have to go to prison. 

RHrWiat are the aims of this centre A what 
sort of things do you do ? 

V:We dont have any defined aims,we have a 
cafe there,we have gigs and a bookshop.lt 
the moment there arent really muoh going 
on there because many people have stoppe 
going there,but therss a oore of people 
who are trying to make it work better,and 
make it a centre for activity*,to actual!

After tee miners strike the government thirties it has it all stitched up and under 
control.Throughout the strike we saw many cases of police violence,showing clearly 
tne legntns to which tne state is prepared to go to maintain its blinkered vision of 
law and order.lt has now continued after the end of the strike,open violence and hum¬ 
iliation from the police seems to have become 'socially acceptable',we all turn our 
backs on the issues and its implications. 

In the early days of June hundreds ofpeople tryed to attend and set up the free fes¬ 
tival at Stonehenge.lt was to be the I2th festival and by law this would make the 
festival legal.However the festival was not going to be allowed.no outright ban was 
imposed, but the authorities did not want the festival to take place.To ensure that 
it wouldn't take place the police set up roadblocks a few miles from Stonehenge to 
make sure that the 'Peaceconvoy'could not reach its destination.Tons ofsandwere pla¬ 
ced on the road to block it.The convoy was forced into a field where police attacked 
the buses and vans with truntions smashing the windows and dragging people out to be 
arrested.The site itself had barbed wire around it similar to Molesworth cruise missile 
base.Stonenenge belongs to us all,not the state or any other organisation,as long as 
people have respect for the site and its surrounding area,then people should be able 
to benefit from the hope and co-operation that many people get from the festival.The 
event causes very little damage to the area.financial help,which isn't received.could 
improve the event h great deal,with such things as firewood and litter skips.Instead 
a larger sum of money is spent on a campaign to stop the festival. 

By refusing to recognise the many problems or issues we now find ourselves face to 
face with we are reenforcing the ignorance and apathy that for too long has led to a 
situation of complacency that many people find very hard to overcome.'Your trying to 
change too much' we may be told,for we are of course trying to bring about a change or 
realisation on so many issues and in so many areas.Many people now realise that to 
concentrate on 'single Issues' is no longer possible as many of the things we do try 
and change are inter-related with each other.it is also true to say that manychanges 
need to be made within ourselves,we need to question and re-assess our attitudes to 
each other to other creatures and to the world in general.We must ALL be p* pared to 
be more honest and open with each other,for too long people have covered their feel¬ 
ings with a false front,why should it be that people are afraid to talk and commun- 
t cate?Perhaps one subject that needs to be brought into the open la sexism,many men 
still refuse to respect the opposite sex.lt wou.d be hard for them to overcome ye ars of 
conditioning,in which women have been regarded as mere sex objects or in some ways in¬ 
ferior or weaker than men.It has to be our aim to bring the subject into the open and 
encourage men to respect and think and above all to let their feelings out. 

So much needs to be done,but wlt(r determination and hope we can work together 
trust,and develop to be more honest and caring.If you're not happy with the life you 
lead then you have the opportunity to change it,you may be held back in so many ways 
but restrictions start within yourself,you shut the doors so open them for yourselfl.'
